Spirit prevailed with the mobbiſh People both, 
Lainburgb and Glaſgow, to; delight in dif 
turbing Friends in almoſt all their Meetings; 
fometimes throwing Stones, c. whilſt others 
with all the Noiſe and vain Sport they could

Voice of any who were concern'd to miniſter - 
publickly among them: Yet at times the Power 
and Authority of Truth aroſe over thoſe wicked 
Endeavours, and the evil Spirit was overborne 
and ſo weighed down, that ſome of the worſt 
would go away, and others lend ſome Atten- 
tion to the Teftimony of Truth ; and Friends 
were the more edified, and their Faith and 
Hope in God ſtrengthned. This diſturbing, 
envious, perſecuting Spirit, was ſuffered to ex- 
erciſe the Faith and Patience of Friends there, 
in that manner, during many Years: But a 
Caſe happen'd at Glaſgow, when I was there, 
ſomewhat remarkable; on a Firſt-day of the 
Week, the People had very much diſturbed 
us, in the afternoon Meeting eſpecially, in 
their uſual wicked and vain manner, and fol- 
lowed Friends after Meeting along a large open 
Street, where their Number | increaſed, | ſome; 
ſhouting and ſcorning, others throwing Stones 
and Dirt; one Stone of ſome pounds weight 
= with great force very near one of my 
which if it had been hit, muſt, I be- 

| 1585 have been broke by it; yet we were pre- 
ſerved from much harm: Whilſt the People 
who were gather'd in great Numbers about 
their Doors, and ſaw what paſſed, ſeemed: ra- 
ther to be pleaſed with the abuſive Behaviour of 
the Mob towards us, than to offer any Diſ- 
couragement to them: Whereupon a Soldier, 
an Engliſhman, began to cry aloud three times, 
a8 0 he had ſome publick Proclamation to 
make, 
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make +.) and when he had thereby drawn the 
Peoples Attention to him, he called aloud: 
again, Behold the godly Town of Glaſgow, how - 
they entertain Strangers | and repeated it three 
ſeveral times. Which Reproof made the Peo- 
ple ſo aſhamed, that they moſtly took to their 
Houſes and got out of fight; and the more 
grown People drawing away, the reſt ſoon left 
us and made off likewiſe, ſo that we had no 
farther Diſquiet that Day; and I heard, when 
I was at this Place ſome Years after, that the 
People had never: offer'd the like Diſturbance 
again, either in their Meetings or in the Streets. 
From hence I went down the River Clyde for 
Ireland, and landed near Belfaſt, and thence 
went to Liſburn where ſeveral Friends lived, 
who received me lovingly. I began to labour dili- 
gently amongſt Friends, hoping to get clear of 
the north part of that Nation before the Half- 
year's Meeting in Dublin in the ninth Month, 
which I was enabled to anſwer, in a good 
meaſure to my Satisfaction. At Dublin there 
was gather'd a large body of Friends, not only 
in a very conſiſtent and grave Appearance; but 
a living and truly religious Concern and Zeal 
for the Truth was upon many of them, and 
great Harmony amongſt them. Here I met 
with our antient and honourable Friend William 
Edmundſon, whom I had a great deſire to ſee, 
having a deep and reverent Value for him from 

ſeeing him before in England, tho he knew 
little or nothing of me. For 1 believed, if I

was not what 1 ſhould be, he would not only 
| obſerve wherein, but would deal plainly with 
me: I went with ſome other Friends to ſee 

him at his Lodgings, where he looked fternly 
and earneſtly upon me, and {aid little; I fat.

obſerved he often caſt his Eye upon me: But 
when we parted from him, he ſeemed more 

free and chearful to me; and in ſeveral of the 
publick Meetings I was concerned to teſtify for 
the Truth among them, which both he and 
other Friends gave free way and time for, and 
ſo openly: manifeſted his Regard: to, and Satiſ- 
faction with me, as made my way eaſy among 
Friends through the reſt of the Nation; and 
bad a deeply bumbling, and yet encouraging 
Effect upon my Heart, to feel carefully after 
divine Help and Wiſdom, which alone can 
ſufficiently qualify for real Service, and preſerve x 
in the Way and Work of the Lora 
I then viſited the Meetings of F mentis, thro! 

the other parts of the Nation with. diligence 3 
but forgetting natural Ability too muchzʒ 1 fell 
into a-dangeraus Illneſs from æ violent Cold, 
' which forced me to ſtop about ten Days at 
Mount melicſè; E ſet forward again in the Work 
I was engaged | in, though before ſome. Friends 
thought it wis fit for me, but got well along 
till I was clear of the Nation at that Time: 
My Labour in the Goſpel power and Word of 

Life being chearfully received, and made

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Living ; and a means of divers of the Youth 
amongſt Friends being inwardlyaffcted with 
the Power of Truth, to their lafting advantage, 
and the Churches comfort. And 10 with the 
Love of my Friends, and an humble and 
thankful heart before the Lord of all true 

Help, I took leave of Friends at Cork, and went 

over to Minehead in Somer ſelſbire, havin g ſome- 
thing remaining upon me to a few places 
there-away, and about Briſtol; and from hence 
came pretty directly home again, with reverent 
Awe towards the ever blefled Helper. 
And now I ſtaid moſtly about and near 

home with my Friends, in true comfort, (for 
we were made and preſerved truly dear one 
unto another in the Love and Life of Truth) 
employing myſelf in bodily Labour with dili- 
gence, which I ſtill loved, for the reaſons . 
above-mentioned : But in leſs than a Vear after, 

a Concern came upon me to viſit the Eaſt- part 
of the Nation; I ſet forward through Lincoln- 
ſhire, Norfolk, Suffolk, Eſſex, and went over 
the Thames, and through Kent and Suffex, re- 
turning through Surry to London, and through 
the middle part of the Nation home, as I re- 
member, in about five Months, the ſupplying 
"Prefence and Power of Chrift being mercifully 
"renewed for Aſſiſtance from time to time. 

Fet a deeply exercifing Trial for about two 
Weeks was ſuffered to attend me, by a heavy 
weight of Trouble and diftrefling Doubts lying 
almoſt continually” upon me day and night,

narrow Searching of heart, and much fear of 
being forſaken of all-aving Help, and left I

viour, that I could not conceal my Sorrow in

of ſome ſevere Laws then i in force there, they 
were afraid to converſe with Friends; thougli

not without difficulty and being much weak- 
ened; having almoſt no Appetite to any Food: 
But getting to Rhode- and, we were gladly 
received by our Friends there to our Encour- 
agement ; after a Week's reſt, and the trial of 
ſome Medicines, tho' to little effect, I reſolved 
to go forward in the Service, in the Ability 
that Truth would be pleaſed to afford; We vi- 
fited the Meetings down to Sandwich, and 
thence through Plimouth Colony to Boſton, be- 
ing favour'd with the Preſence and Help of 
Truth, often to our own and Friends Comfort 
and Encouragement in the Lord. We went 
forward by Salem, and to the fartheſt Meetings 
of Friends that way, and had ſeveral Meetings 
about Dover. It was then a very exerciſing 
and trying time with Friends here, by reaſon 
of the bloody Incurſions that the Indians then 
frequently made upon the Engliſb, being hired 
by the French about Quebeck, which lies behind |

Vet that which 
was ſorrowful to me to obſerve, was that few 
of them ſeemed to be affected with due Conſi- a 
deration, ſo as to be awakened to think rightly - 
of the Cauſe of this heavy Chaſtiſement, and 
be induced to ſeek the Almighty's Favour, as 
they ought. But it was a profitable, humbling 
time to many of our Friends, who generally 
ſtood in the Faith, and kept at their uſual 
places of Abode, tho! at the daily hazard of 
their Lives: And i it was very remarkable, that 
ſcarce any who thus kept their Habitations ' 
the Faith, were ſuffer d to fall by the Indians, 
tho' few Days paſſed but we heard of ſome of 
their cruel Murders, and deſtroying Vengeance. 
WMi.e were in theſe parts, — and for- 
wards a conſiderable time, having many Meet- 
ings, before we could be clear to leave them; 
which thro the merciful Regard and ſuccouring

not to allow, that the Almighty manifeſted a 


particular Regard to the Houſe or Family of 
Tfrael; and alſo favour'd the People of 'Galkle 


of the Gentiles, in cauſing the Goſpel to be 
inſtrumentally preached unto them early : Yet 
that did not prove, to our Underſtandings, that 
others had not Offers of ſaving Help from God; 
becauſe the Apoſtle Paul had afferted, that the 1 
Gentiles who had not the Law, yet did thoſe things 
contained in the Law ; thereby ſhewing forth 
the Law of God written in their Hearts. Then 
| he began to ſay, he ſuppoſed we were come 
prepared for diſputing matters, and that he was 
not appriſed of any ſuch thing ; ; or to this 
effect: We told him we were but newly alighted 
from our Horſes, and came to him to afk his 
Conſent to have a Meeting for the Peoples Sa- 
tisfaction; that this Diſcourſe was altogether 
unexpected by us, and that we conſidered; we 
were in his Houſe, and would not wy. _ 
him. | By

- By this time the Houſe was almoſt full of 
ſoberly behaved People, which occaſion'd both 
more fear and care upon the Prieſt ; and I be- 
lieve the Truth both ſupply'd and ſeaſon! d aur- 
Spirits for their good : I Waal we might have 
about an hour's Conference at leaſt, moſtly in 
a commendable Calmneſs and Civility; we 
parted, and with an holy Comfort and Thank- 
tulneſs of heart before the Lord for his merci- 
ful Aſſiſtance. 

| We were then eaſy to go forward, and came 
to Fluſhing in Long-1ſland, and having ſome 
few more Meetings there-away, we came thro 

part of the Fer/ſeys into Penſiluania; in which 
Provinces we travelled, viſiting Meetings moſt 
of the Summer, having many large and hea- 
venly Seaſons: Which very much ſpent my 
bodily Strength, (and fo far that I think, I ne- 
ver recover'd it.) But the Lord added a Bleſ- 

ſing to our Labours in theſe parts; ſome were 
convinced and gathered to the Truth ; and one 
young Woman who after ſome time became 
engaged in the Miniſtry of the Goſpel, wherein 
ſhe was made a very e. Inſtrument to 
the help and comfort of many, in divers parts 
of the World. 

We were alſo at the Yearly-meeting in the 
ak Month at Burlington, for Friends of 
Penſilvania and the Ferſeys, which was exceed- 
ing large, and to good Satisfaction in the do- 
ef Truth. 
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6 
We then turn'd towards Maryland, and vi- 
ſited Friends and ſome others in ſeveral places 
down the Eaſtern- ſnore, into Virginia, to 
pretty good ſatisfaction, though the Affairs of 
Truth among Friends there- away, were at that 
time but low, partly thro? a Neglect of Diſci- 
line. 
| a We got over the great Bay of Cheſapeak, 
ſo thro' the lower part of Virginia, and into 
North-Carolina, and had many ſtrengthning 
and comfortable Meetings in thoſe parts, thro 
the gracious Extendings of the Love and Power 
of God towards a well-diſpoſed People, both 
Profeſſors of Truth, and: ſome others; among 
whom we had ſome good Service, 
We then came up into Maryland again, up- 
on the Weſtern-ſhore, but got over ſome large 
Rivers with great difficulty and hazard, in the 
| ſeverity of the Winter; we then viſited ſome 
few places in Penſilvania and the Ferſeys, which 
we were not clear of, greatly to our comfort; 
and ſo prepared to take leave of thoſe parts in 
order to viſit Barbadoes. But I hope never to 
forget the heavenly Nearneſs and Openneſs of 
heart, wherein we had to take leave of our 
Friends there-away, with the Offers of Thankſ- 
giving and Praiſe to the almighty Helper and 
Protector. 1 
And as particular Marks of the Interpoſition = 
of divine Providence, ſhould be had in remem- | 


brance, I think it fit, to mention here ſome- 


thing chat! eſteemed ſuch. There were two 
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Veſſels both near ready to fail for Barbadves, 
and many were inclinable to our going in one 
of them rather than the other, believing the 
Maſter would behave reſpectfully to us: The 
bother was accounted a moroſe ſour-temper'd 
"3 Man, yet we could not be eaſy but in conclu- 
ding to go with him: The other Veſſel went 
out firſt, but quickly loſt her Maſt, and lay 
many weeks tumbling at Sea; we went well, 
and were near fix weeks before the other, which 
was owing to the providential Care over us. 
Me were kindly received by Friends at Barba- 
d4 does, and enter'd upon our Service amongſt them, 
labouring therein near two Months to pretty 
good ſatis faction: But thro' the Heat of the 
Climate, and my diligent Labour, I was ſeized 
with a violent Fever, which, moſt of thoſe 
who ſaw me, expected would have taken me 
off; but it pleaſed the Lord of all Mercies to 
reſtore my Health again, in about a Month's 
time ; and ſhortly after, being clear of the 
Iſland, took leave of Friends in much nearneſs 
in the Love of the Goſpel. Keke 
We failed to Antigua, but in our Paſſage 
_ vere attacked by a French Privateer, which 
after firing a few Guns, without doing the Ship 
or Men any damage, made 'fail and left us: 
We were ſome of us very thankful for the mer- 
ciful Protection; and that Evening we landed 
in Antigua, where we had ſome good Service 
in divers reſpects among Friends; ſeveral of 
whom had been out of good Order, but we.

were helped to leave things better, and were 
clear to depart in about three Weeks, and 
failed for Jamaica, where we arrived in the 
eighth Month. 
| There were at this time four Meetings of 
Friends in Famaica moſtly kept up; tho they 
were ſeveral of them remote from each other; 
we viſited them frequently, and had ſome 
Meetings at times amongſt the People, fo that 
our Labour became of good Service for the 
Truth. There was a Prieſt toward the farther 
part of the Iſland who grew very angry about 
us, calling us Deceivers and Deluders; and 
gave out that he would diſpute with us: We 
thereupon let him know, that tho* we were 
not much in love with ſuch Opportunities, they 
often proving more noiſy than really edifying ; 
yet as he had frequently taken the liberty to 
calumniate and aſperſe us as a People, and. the 
Doctrine of Truth which we had to publiſh, in 
a publick manner behind our backs, we were 
willing to meet him in a publick Place, when 
and where he would appoint, that we might 
make our Defence: He then ferit us word by 
Letter, that he would only have a private Con- 
ference before ſix of our People, and he would 
bring as many with him: But we choſe that 

the Meeting might be ſo publick as that all 
might come and hear who deſired it; which 
as it was his own Propoſal at firſt, he could not 
Py: rule.

1 Time and Place being agreed upon, he and 
many People came; he had fixed upon four 
Things to diſcuſs, in order to prove us errone- 
ous, viz. the Diſuſe of the two Sacraments, as 
they call them; our holding Perfection; and 
allowing Women to preach ; and to keep to Scrip- 
ture for proof. He firſt enter'd upon Water- 
Z. baptiſm, in order to prove it a ſtanding Ordi- 
Z nance in the Church of Chriſt, which he en- 
Z deavour'd to do by a chain of Arguments, 
artfully link'd together ; but when theſe came 
to be taken aſunder, and their Inconſiſtency 
diſcovered in much Calmneſs of mind; he fell 
into a furious Paſſion, uſing angry Threats in- 
ſtead of Arguments ; afterwards becoming 
ſomewhat more cool, he wanted to proceed to 
. another Article: I told him, I would -allow 
him to proceed to the next as ſoon as he pleaſed, , 
if he firſt yielded up that, or could advance 
ſome more convincing Proofs of his Aſſertions, 
but not till then. , He was ſo uneaſy and a- 
ſhamed with his Management of the Debate, 
that he foon left the Houſe and Company : 
We and many, of the People ſtay'd, and had a 
good and edifying Meeting, and parted com- 
fortably. The Prieſt in a little time after left 
= the Iſland, and got a Place, as I heard, aboard 
= a Man of War. 4 
Wie labour'd near three Months in this Iſland 
among the few Friends in it, and ſometimes 
= among the neighbouring People; but Grandeur 
and vain Liberties very much obſtructed the 
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| Growth of true Religion at that time, and more 


ſo afterwards : But we were favour' d with hea- 8 


venly Help, and much holy Comfort and Peace 
in our Labours amongſt them. 

When we became clear in our Spirits, and 
_ eaſy to leave the Place, we prepared for our 
Departure for England; and a Ship bound for 
London being almoſt ready to fail, we had ſome 
Thoughts of coming in her : My Companion 
being indiſpoſed, defired that I would go on 
board the ſaid Ship to take our Paſſage ; I went 
accordingly to ſpeak with the Maſter, but quite 
unexpectedly to me, I found myſelf ſo diſqui- 
eted and uneaſy in mind, that I durſt not ſay 
much to the Mafter, tho' the Veſſel had the 7 
Character of the beſt failing Ship in the Trade. 
I learn'd that there was another Veſſel almoſt 
ready to fail for Brito/; I went on board her 
to ſee how things were, and here I found my 
Mind eaſy and quiet: I let my Companion 
and Friends know what I had met with, and 


it the Occaſion of altering my Intention: My 7 


Companion readily agreed with me, to come 
in the Briſtol Ship, and we embarked for 
England the 18th of the eleventh Month 1707, 
but were eighteen Days in beating thro' the 
Windward - paſſage to Crooked-Ifland, from 
_ - whence it is called thirteen hundred Leagues 
to England, which diſtance we run in twenty 
fix Days. The Maſter and Mariners agreed. 
they had never had ſo expeditious a Voyage ; 
and 1 . Protection it was ſafe. 

Fra I mention 
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I mention heavenly Protection at this time, I 


think from very evident reaſon: The Ship 
which we firſt thought of coming in, had we 
not been reſtrain'd by a ſupernatural heavenly. 
Hand, founder'd ſomewhere at Sea, and was' 
never heard of more, which was a very teach- 


ing thing to me: And ſecondly, when we were 
got within the Liſb Channel, the Maſter in- 


tending to keep as near the 1r;/þ Shore as he 
could, one of the Seamen on a ſuddain called 


out Land; the Maſter aſk'd where? and was 


anſwer' d on the Larboard ; the Maſter reply'd 
God forbid that Land ſhould appear there ; then 
almoſt all running to look at the Land, I walk'd 


upon the Forecaſtle, and looking into the Sea, 


ſaw a Rock a-head of us, not above ſix feet 
under Water ; of which I gave notice to the. 


Maſter, who immediately ſaw it, and called 


out to the Man at the Helm, with the moſt 
lamentable Cry I ever heard, Helm a-lee, Helm 
a-lee, for Gods Sake, or we every Man of us 


periſh; which he quickly did, and fo the Ship 


ſteer'd by it, but within halt the length of the 


Veſſel: A dark Fog with drizling Rain had 
occaſion d the Maſter's miſtake ; it clear'd up 
a little before this Danger occur'd, and en- 


abled us to diſcover it, hut it ſoon return'd again 
thicker than before. We got a good way up 
the Channel, but our Wind failing us, we 
drop'd Anchor, and early next Morning got 
into the Port of Minehead, with deep and hum- 
ble Thankfulneſs before the Lord of Heaven 
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and Earth, who had his guardian Angel ma- 
nifeſtly regardful of us. It was now a time of i 

hot War betwixt England and France, and 
great Numbers of Privateers were out, yet 
we were preſerved out of their Hands, as well 
as from the Perils of the Sea, which was 
owing to divine Mercy, and to no Merit of 


n 
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O this Period of time our dear and ho- 
ncurable Far HER had brought down the 
Account of his Life and Labours in the Service 
of Truth; and finiſh'd it only a few Weeks 
before his deceaſe: The remaining Part chiefly 


conſiſts of Chriſtian Epiſtles to the Churches 3 : 
and ſome particular Friends in divers Places, 
together with ſuch an Account of his Travels, 
as could be collected from the ſhort Journals 
he kept, and in which he ſeldom put down 
more than the Times when, and the Places 
where he had Meetings, with ſome general 
Obſervations upon them; as theſe might in 
ſome reſpects affiſt him to give a particular 
Account of his Travels, and the State of the 
Churches, to his Brethren at home; to whom 
at his Return he was won't to communicate it; 
with a peculiar warmth of Gratitude and re- 
verent Thankfulneſs to him who had called 
him to labour in his Vineyard, and accompanied 
it with ſuch inſtructive Obſervations, as made

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But as theſe Leſſons were too deeply fixed in 
his Mind ever to be forgot, ſo as he had not,

It ſeems moſt probable that he was now at li- 
berty to diſcharge the neceſſary care over an

affectionate to every part of his Family, or 
loved more to be at home, yet whenever he 
perceived it was his Duty to leave them, he 
could chearfully caſt his care upon. One that 
was able to ſupply all wants, and on whom he 
ſecretly and ſteadily relied, not with preſumptu- 
ous boldneſs, but with humble, reverent truſt ; 
and often, yea very often, would he take occa- 
ſion to recite to his Family the ſignal Interpoſi- 
tions of divine Providence in many Trials, and 
Exerciſes of various kinds. „ 
In the Year 17 19, he met with a very cloſely 
affecting Diſpenſation, in being deprived of a 
faithful and azffectionate Companion; as were 
ſeven young Children, the Eldeſt not Ten 
Vears old, ce egi and moſt tender, careful 
Parent, before they wete capable of knowing 
their Loſs. This he bore with holy Reſigna- 
tion, and Acquieſcence to the divine Diſpoſal, 
as appears from his Anſwer to a Friend, who 
was {ympathizing with him on this mournful 
Occaſion ; The Lord gives, and he takes away; 
his Will be done, be is worthy. But, what if I 
muſt be called from my little-ones alſo ? For at 
this time he was apprehenſive, that it would 
ere long be required of him, once more to viſi 
America: Which muſt render the Trial till 
the harder, as few, or perhaps none, ever ex- 
ceeded him in paternal Cate and Affection for 
his Children.
